In a driving rain. To dodge the storm 
I hit for the Italian coast."

"I .sot off all right at Rome," he 


said, "and along about Pisa some- 
thing went haywire in the fuel line. 
I came down to fix it.

I tried to make 
them understand that I was all right, 
but they wanted 54 lire for a landing 
fee.

BRING CUBAN INQUIRY 


Officer Faces Charges With 


15 Others Named in War- 
rant 


Santiago, Cuba, — (XP)— A war- 


rant for the arrest of Major Orsenio 
Ortiz, until last week military super- 
visor of Santiago pro/lnce, to face 
charges in connection with 44 mys- 
terious deaths which have occurred 
in Oriente province during the past 
few months, was issued today. 


Named with Major Ortiz in the 


warrant are 15 other persons, their 
Identities undisclosed, but understood 
to include military aides, politicians, 
and others affiliated with him during 
his recent rule here. 


Lieutenant Felipe A. Valles, aide 


to Major Ortiz and placed by him in 
charge of the Santiago jail, shot and 
killed himself during the night with 
two bullets In his chest and one in 
his head. He left a note which ac- 
cused Ortiz as the author of the 
44 assassinations, and added: 


"In a moment of weakness I have 


done things I am ashamed of.... 
Heretofore I have been known and 
respected as an honest man." 


In Havana Major Ortiz yesterday 


spent 30 minutes in conference with 
President Machado, who a week ago 
relieved him of his post after num- 
erous complaints of his administra- 
tion In Oriente province. 


Ortiz is reported to have sought 


duels with two newspapermen, tlic 
Condo de Rivera, director of Diarlo 
de la Marina, Havana, and Milla 
Ortiz, of this city, because of what 
10 regarded as editorial slurs, but it 
is not believed that they will mat* 
riallzc.

Numerous Measures Up for 


Action in Both Houses 


of Legislature 


Bladison—MR)— A bill to permit 


the mam facturo of rope at the stato 
prison was killed by tho senate to- 
day. 


Opposition to the measuro arose 


chiefly because the installation of a 
costly ropo plant would provide em- 
ployment for only 10 to 20 prisoners. 


Tho senate passed a bill prohibit- 


ing 
the uso of 
nets In 
fishing 


through the ice except in certain 
waters and in Inland trout streams 
except minnow nets for rough fish. 


Another fish bill, prohibiting the 


uso of nets or fish traps except for 
whitefish and cisco and dip nets for 
rough fish in certain waters was 
passed. 


Another bill which was 
passed 


prohibits the use of hunting dogs on 
lands frequented by upland birds 
except when permitted by the con- 
servation commission. Tho Nelson 
bill permitting the railroad commis- 
sion to order substitution of other 
means of 
transportation 
when a 


•street railway is ordered removed 
was passed. 


A resolution, passed by the as- 


sembly, memorializing congress to 
grant aid to abolish lynching was 
killed in tho senate as well as was 
a bill to permit blanket repeals of 
sections of tho Milwaukee charter 
ordinance. 


The governor will be given au- 


thority to close or postpono open 
seasons on game and fish In case of 
an extreme flro hazard under the 
terms of a bill passed by tho senate 
and'sent to the assembly. 


Tho senate concurred in an as- 


sembly bilPlnaterig 'the Workman'* 
Compensation 'act apply to all em- 
ployers of three or more employes 
except farr.iCrs. Another bill which 
the senate concurred in was tho bill 
prohibiting1 foremen of section crews 
to take section hands on working 
projects unless two members have 
passed tho examination of flagging 
rules. The senate also approved the 
Nixon resolution for tho appoint- 
ment of a Joint committee on reap- 
pointmcnt. 


Advance Teachers' Bill 


The senate last night advanced the 


Groves teachers' tenure bill by or- 
dering the measure to a third hear- 
ing and placing it on "Wednesday's 
calendar for final action. 


The bill requires a written cause 


certified to the 
superintendent of 


school before teachers In the Milwau- 
kee vocational schools can be re- 
moved after a probationary period. 
An amendment adopted makes the 
bill applicable only to full time teach- 
ers. 


A bill making It necessary to pre- 


sent rattles and half the dead rattle- 
snake before bounty can be collected 
was passed and sent to the assembly. 
Such a step was necessary. Sen. Wil- 
liam Olson, Monroe, said, because 
rattlesnake hunters in several cases 
removed the rattles several times on 
"raised" snakes and collected several 
bounties for each snake.

She was 80 
years old.

E'llalia, Md Infanta Beatrice, rister 
of Queen Mario of Rumania, tvoro.at 
tho bedside. Victoria was notified at 
her hotel in Fontalnebleau and she 
arrived at the clinic a few hours lat- 
er. 


Death occurred after less thnn a 


week of exile, for tho 111 and aged 
princess fled Spain 
shortly after 


King Alfonso left last week. 


Tho other members of tho Immedi- 


ate royal family followed separate 
paths into exile, leaving Isabella in 
her private palace, not oven telling 
her that the tlirono had fallen. 


They knew that she would not bo 


disturbed in the confusion 
of that 


week, but the princess had seen the 
tlirono fall once before and when 
she heard the din outside her win* 
dow4 she demanded to kno>/ what 
It was nil about. Then they told her 
what had happened. 


Dismayed but determined she set 


about packing her bags and turned 
her face from Madrid. 


Last Monday she crossed tho fron- 


tier with Infanta Beatrice, sister of 
Queen Marie of Rumania, 
on tho 


way to Paris. 


Sho was desperately 111 and her 


condition naturally was aggravated 
by tho excitement. 


Sho mado the trip by train and at 


Hendaye, tho border 
point where 


passengers change for 
Paris, she 


was carried from ono train 
to the 


other, on a stretcher. 


Still her doughty self, sho smiled 


wanly and chatted with tho aris- 
tocratic emigres who were at Hen- 
dayo to meet her. 


She and Beatrice 
had an other- 


wise uneventful Journey, but when 
Queen Victoria left for Fontainebleau 
sho could not go along. 
She had 


been taKen to tho hospital on the 
day aftT she arrived. 


Isabella saw her mother. Queen 


Isaboll,i, dethroned in 1873 and she 
went with other members of the 
royal family Into cxilo during the 
brief exile of the republic which was 
established then. 


She vtai married in May of 1868 to 


Gaet»»n, Count 
dc Girgpntl 
and 


prince of Bourbon. He died In No- 
vember of 1871.

Tho dam to restore Horlcon 
marsh, costing $20,000, has failed to 
accomplish its purpose . . .Num- 
erous criticisms have been expressed 
by newspapers of tho state. 


Tho measure, asks appointment of 


a special committee of five assembly- 
men to inquire Into the reasons for 
tho increases in expenditures and 
the value received therefrom by the 
state. Tho committee would ascer- 
tain whether tho commission is mak- 
Iqg^toj^b^t's.tf-jiQSslblo uso of its 
moneys and whether ' Its employes 
am fuiyjtlqnlng to tho best interests 
of tho state.' Tho advisability of di- 
vorcing all forestry from tho commis- 
sion and creating a separate forestry 
commission would bo considered un- 
der tho resolution.

The eo-called Isolation of the gold 


supplies of France and the United 
States have been the subject of 
criticism among bankers of every 
nation whose gold -holdings have 
been shrinking at the expense of 
.these two wealthy countries. Both 
have been charged with being timid 
in the use of their credits for assist- 
ing less fortunate people. Somewhat 
automatically their gold possessions 
have been mounting month by 
month, until this year each held the 
largest dollar value In its history. 
That of the Bank of France in- 
creased over 
$550,000,000 in the 


twelve months to April 1, when It 
was approximately 
$2,245,000,000. 


That of the American banks has also 
been steadily rising, with an excess 
of gold imports over exports in the 
past nine months of about $135,000,- 
000 bringing the aggregate here up 
to $4,716,000,000. 


Others Depleted 


Naturally this has depleted the 


gold hi the vaults of other banks 
throughout the world, for the gains 
by France and by the United States 
have been in excess of the new gold 
mined, which usually goes first to 
the London market. The worst suf- 
ferers have been the South Ameri- 
can countries.

gold and that unless It employes a 
portion of -what it possesses in ef- 
fecting Improved conditions In the 
rest of the world, It Is in the posi- 
tion of a miser who hoards his 
money and finds pleasure only In 
counting it and watching it Increase. 


Consequently, there will probably 


be even stronger pressure on Ameri- 
can bankers who negotiate foreign 
leans, even though credit conditions 
where such loans are most needed 
have been getting worse Instead of 
better In recent months. France did 
not make- a move In the way of 
granting, credits even to her political 


allies until the importation of gold 
began to fall off and the directors 
of the Bank of France thought that 
the amount already secured was suf- 
ficient to satisfy a nation greatly 
disturbed last autumn by the politi- 
cal situation In Germany and the 
unfriendly tone of advices 
from 


Italy. Subsequently, France negotl 
ated loans to countries with which 
she has intimate political and com 
mercial relations. Her largest banks 
took a big slice of the $60,000.000 
loan to Spain which has since been 
rejected by the Republican govern- 
ment.

The problem of the marines in Nic- 


aragua is not Sandino, banditry, assas- 
sination, American property, interests, 
citizens, nor the Nicaragua canal site 
for which this country has already 
paid. 


It is these but it is greater than all 


these. 


It is the white man's burden, the 


harsh and often thankless task of car- 
rying aloft the flaring torch of civiliza- 
tion. 


In the Western Hemisphere America 


has enforced for over a century a poli- 
cy of protecting the small or weak na- 
tion from European or other exploita- 
tion. Were it not so a Hapsburg dy- 
nasty would now be ruling in Mexico, 
a Portuguese viceroy in Brazil. 


Raising this barrier against inter- 


ference with our neighbors from oth- 
ers has developed the duty in some 
measure, although vague and indefin- 
able in its exact limitations, of protect- 
ing clean and orderly "democratic gov- 
ernment, when once established.

another, put an end to slaughter and 
teach them to respect the principle 
that the majority must rule. 


All factions in Nicaragua eagerly 


embraced the offer with the exception 
of one leader, Sandino. His was clear- 
ly the purpose to rule or ruin, but he 
represented a very small minority. 


Under America's directing hand free 


and honest elections were held for the 
first time. The liberals won, took of- 
fice, and the country started to pros- 
per, although Sandino in his mountain 
fastness was a living threat like a mur- 
muring volcano. 


The marines held Sandino out, 


trained the Nicaragua national guard, 
and were being gradually withdrawn 
when the destructive earthquake oc- 
curred compelling the pulling in of out- 
posts to succor the injured. 


With the- marine forces cut from 5,- 


000 to 1,500 and his country on her 
knees, Sandino struck, raidefranches, 
butchered defenseless civilians and 
hacked dead bodies. One might as 
well try to treat with a tarantula.

On April 23, 1917. the Battle of 


Arras, which was begun on April 9, 
entered Its second phase. 


On this day JEngllsh, Welsh and 


Scottish troops made fresh assaults 
upon the German line east of Arras. 
The Germans were prepared to meet 
the attack and had firmly entrench- 
ed themselves with new batteries 
and machine guns. 


German snipers had been placed 


all about in shell holes with orders 
to. pick off tho British officers anc 
men as soon as the attack started 
After a stubborn reslstence by the 
enemy the allied force made some 
progress. As Philip Gibbs, war cor- 
respondent on the scene, described 
it: 


"It was only to be expected that 


this second phase of the Battle of 
Arras should be extremely hard.

Dorothy Is a splinter of a child: 


shy, rilled with anxiety, dreading 
each moment that she will be called 
upon for something and not know 
the right answer. By the end of the 
day she is worn out. She couldn't do 
a lesson before going to bed if she 
were to be crowned Queen of the 
May for it. She needs no homework 
and should have none. 


But between these two extremes 


there Is a group of children who go 
to school and have homework. They 
have all sorts of trouble. Sometimes 
the teachers overload the pupils so 
that hours must be spent in close 
study for the next day's work. Some- 


times this work ta not examined by 
the teacher who ordered it done. It 
would be impossible for any teacher 
to correct written work for each ru- 
pll each day of the school term. 


This is •. matter that requires 


great thought on the teacher'* part. 
Unless the lessons will strengthen 
the children, and unless the teacher 
knows that she will be able to cor- 
rect each paper and return it, with 
comment and corrections, it la un- 
wise to assign the work. 
When a 


child learns that his work disappears 
without sign.-he stops doing the 
work, like an Intelligent creature. 


Children who work intensely all 


day rarely need homework. A bit of 
reading, perhaps, to afford 
occupa- 


tion and pastime, but no more, unless 
the pupil is In the higher grade. Then 
his homework is assigned with care 
and has direct application to the 
work to be done In the class room 
next day when the results of his own 
effort are clear to him. 


Children in lower grades rarely 


need homework. In the upper grades 
from fifth through seventh, we need 
Iiorncv,-Grk, but no more than, can be 
done easily within an hour steady 
work. Forty-five minutes Is better 
No new work should be assigned for 
home study.' A limited amount ol 
handwriting. No writing of word: 
fifty times. In short a little discretion 
must be used In these assignments. 
If the required work bears close rela- 
tion to the child's progress in school 
It will be safe.

Neenah—A report on a sanitary 


survey about a year ago by Dr. V. 
A. Gudex, deputy state health 
offi- 


cer, was received Wednesday by city 
officials. Since the survey was au- 
thorized and the'report prepared, the 
city has taken steps to Improve its 
water supply with a new 600,000 gal- 
lon tank, which is almost completed, 
approved a general garbage collec- 
tion measure built the retaining wall 
in the river, and talk of a water 
softener system. All these improve- 
ments are suggested in the report. 
The survey was authorized a year 
ago by the city council on recommen- 
dation of the board of health. It was 
made early last summer. The report 
follows: 


To the Honorable Mayor and com- 


mon council, city of Neenah: 


In accordance with your request 


for a health survey of the City of 
Neenah, the following is submited: 


We find a well constituted board

Joint plant, as cost of such a plant 
and Its operation would be but little 
more than one-half the cost of one 
fcr each city. 


The water supply of the city of 


Neenah has been found to be safe 
for the past number of years by the 
state board of health, where samples 
have been sent for testing at regular 
Intervals by your local health offi- 
cer. 


The city water, 
as supplied at 


present, by wells, has about 75 de- 
*wes of hardness, mostly due to 
calcium and iron salts. It is abso- 
lutely safe for drinking and cooking 
purposes, but is unsatisfactory for 
laundry, and the presence of a great 
•mount qf calcium and iron salts, 
makes it very dangerous, in case of 
flre, by clogging the pipes or mains, 
and thereby reducing the volume of 
"Water. The cleaning of water mains, 
once clogged this way. is exceeding- 
J3T expensive.

Water From Lake 


As the water can be taken from 


Lake WInnebago safely, by install- 
ing a modern water

It might also be suggested that 


the city of Menasha, which has a 
water supply which is In every way 
safe, can be used for all purposes, 
and can easily supply 20,000 people; 
that some attention be given to the 
proposition of taking the water sup- 
ply from Menasha "as the cost of 
connecting the two cities would be 
very small and the supply would be 
In every way sufficient and safe. 
Two pumping stations where one 
can do the work Is always a waste 
of the tax-payers' money. 


Disposal of sewage, apparently, Is 


the greatest public nuisance in the 
city ot Neenah at the present time. 
Nearly all sewage or sewers In Nee- 
ah run Into Little Lake Butte des 
Morts, which is highly unsatisfac- 
tory and dangerous. The water be- 
low the dam In Little Lake Butte 
des Morts often gets so low that 
there Is very little flow. Hence the 
sewage piles up there and the lake 
becomes a cesspool. 


All sewer systems Installed since 


1913 in the state of Wisconsin are 
compelled by state regulations to 
erect sewage disposal plants. 


Contamination of our lakes and 


streams Is endangering our wells 
and the source of our drinking wa- 
ter. 


Public sentiment is being aroused 


against such pollution of rivers and 
lakes. 


Sentiment is In favor of having 


all cities compelled by law to make 
all raw sewage reasonably pure be- 
fore it can be discharged into lakes 
and streams. 


Therefore, we recommend for your 


immediate consideration, with this 
in view to set aside annually funds 
to meet this situation. A progress- 
ive program of sewer construction 4n 
accordance with plans already pre- 
pared and on file in your city en- 
gineer's office, to Intercept all sewer 
outlets and convey sewage to a suit- 
able site for treatment, should be 
adopted immediately. As offering the 
most effective and economical meth- 
od of handling the sewage intercep- 
tion and treatment problem, action 
should be taken with adjacent muni- 
cipalities toward the formation of a 
metropolitan sewer district. 


The geographical conditions from 


Neenah to Kaukauna are such that 
a Joint sewage disposal system could 
be easily planned and installed and 
would result in a great 
ultimate 


saving to taxpayers of all cities In 
tlf s metropolitan area.

Nicaragua which has been the sub- 
ject of so much comment in the last 
•week and has prompted statements 
of explanation 
from

White 


House ma well as the department of 
state, may now be regarded as bar- 
Ing been clarified. 


Here it is: 


- First, the United States govern- 
ment will make no attempt to police 
Nicaraguan territory but win depend 
tipor the-existing Klcaraguan gov- 
ernment to do.the job. 


Second material and moral sup- 


port, which Includes military guid- 
ance, will be extended to the Klc- 
araguan government by the Ameri- 
lean government in the hope that os- 
tensibly at least the Nlcaraguari au- 
thorities will be responsible for the 
pacification of the country. 


Third, meanwhile all Americans 


and foreigners are expected to go 
to the cities on both coasts where 
they will be under the protection of 
American warships. 


The net effect of -this policy Is to 
assure Latin-America that the Unit- 
ri States does not mean to occupy 
Nlcarafruan territory. 


Guard Citizens at Ports 


It also assures American citizens 


protection in port cities and im- 
plies that they are to reside at their 
own risk in interior points in Nicara- 
gua, Just as in the last twenty years 
they have taken similar risks in the 
interior of Mexico. 


Criticism has been visited upon the 


Hoover administration for making 
any public announcement about, the 
withdrawal of protection in interior 
points, but the "Washington govern- 
ment's reason for doing this was to 
emphasize tho Nicaraguan govern- 
ment's 
responsibility. 
Secretary 


Stimson was the personal repre- 
sentatyve in Nicaragua of President 
Coolidge during the last adminlstra- 
tlon and succeeded in bringing about 
an agreement between all the hostile 
factions except that led by Sandino, 
who now has been declared "beyond 
the pale" by President Hoover be- 
cause of the massacre of. nine Amer- 
icans by the Sandino forces. 


Throughout Central and 
South 


America, the United States govern- 
ment's policy has been applauded be- 
cause the Latin Americans have 
been suspicious of American motives 
in keeping so many marines in Nic- 
aragua during the last few years. 


The internal political situation in 


Nicaragua has been complicated, by 
the presence of American marines. 
Hitherto every Nicaragurvn govern- 
ment has insisted upon a force of 
American marines being kept on 
Nicaraguan territory as an evidence 
of American support for;the ex!s^- 
ing government. National feeling 
however has always been aroused 
by the continued occupation of Nlc- 
araguan territory by foreign troops. 
It has been felt for some Time that 
Sandino would have much less op- 
portunity of rallying public senti- 
ment if tho American marines were 
not engaged In fighting him. 


So now the Nicaraguan govern- 


ment will do the.fighting through 
its newly organized national guard, 
and if the plan succeeds it will mean 
the complete withdrawal of all 
American marines and ultimately 
the return of American citizens and 
foreigners to interior points' under 
the protection of the Nicaraguan 
government.

definite public policy In regard to 
the handling of labor disputes and 
limits the Jurisdiction of courts in 
equity in labor litigation.
